A ll Allied peopler have taken 
to measuring progress against the 
Germans in terms of the distance 
our armies are from Berlin— an 
understandable 
calculation

though not sound militarily, be­ 
cause it isn’t the 
mileage 
that 
counts but the obstacles between 
you and your goal. 
That's the way we figure it, 
and we now are near enough to 
W I lh elms ira ase so that thoughts 
of enemy capitulation naturally 
are in our 
minds—though 
here 
again we have a somewhat faulty 
premise, since the 
capture 
of 
Berlin wouldn’t necessarily end 
the war. What may we expect to 
find inside Germany when the 
enemy 
finally 
says 
he's 
had 
enough? 
A glance behind the curtain is 
rather appalling, for the bloody 
coup de grace which the Allies 
are in process of administering is 
merely a gatecrasher into an ad­ 
ministrative problem which has 
no parallel in history. 
We start with the circumstance I 
that the He ch, which has given 
one of the world’s great powers, 
w ill have no government to which 
the United Nations can assign the 
task of administering (under A l­ 
lied military control' the highly 
complicated affairs of some 80,- 
000.000 people. 
Since one of our chief aims is 
the Utter destruction of the Nazi 
regime, we are hardly likely to 
entrust affairs to 
its 
officials. 
Anyway, power is concentrated in 
the hands of Hitler (if he still 
lives) and his captains, and all 
these criminals presumably will 
be under lock and key. 
This presents a situation unique 
in our time. 
When the Allies 
deft ated Germ any in the last war, 
there was a government ready to 
administer the 
affairs 
of 
the 
country. 
Naturally another gov­ 
ernment w ill follow the Hitler 
regime in due course. 
But the 
early days of the Allied occupa­ 
tion arc likely to he hellish. 
Tile Allied military authorities 
w ill have to look after millions 
of civilians whose homes have 
been destroyed,

Lincoln on World 
Freedom 
It is natural that in times of confusion 
and distress people

What. then, would he 
say about the freedom of the 
world? Here 
it is. in a speech at 
Independence 
Hall. 
Philadelphia. 
Feb. 21. W L when he still 
thought war could be av erted I 
“ I hav e nev er had a feeling, politically, 
that did not 
spring from the 
sentiments 
embodied in the Declaration 
of Independ­ 
ence.” 
He adds that he had pondered 
ov er the 
dangers and toils of those who 
framed and 
adopted the Declaration and 
those who 
achiev ed the independence. Then: 
“I hav e often inquired of myself what 
great principle 
or idea it was that k ept 
this confederacy so 
long together. It was 
not the 
mere m atter of the 
separation of 
the colonies from the m otherland, 
but that 
sentiment in the Declaration 
of Independ­ 
ence which gav e 
liberty, not 
alone to the 
people of this country, but, 
I hope. to the 
world, for 
all future time. 
It was 
that 
which gav e promise that 
in due time the 
weight would be lifted from the shoulders 
of all men. This is the sentiment embodied 
in the Declaration of 
Independence.” 


Bu ild in g Boom Co min g 
One thing sure about this country, when 
peace comes, is that there will be a lot of 
new building, and not necessarily where 
people expect it. either. Robert P. Gerholz 
of Flint, Mich., president of the National 
Association of Home Builders, 
has 
some 
interesting ideas on this subject. He says 
there will be immense struggles, in cities 
and settlement areas, ov er resettlement of 
American population, and out of them our 
people will create “a new pattern of 
liv ­ 
ing.” 
Many cities, he says, will face years 
of 
disappointment because they will lose their 
present war plants ‘‘through unprepared­ 
ness to assimilate the new population.” 
In the first 
IO years after the war, he 
believ es, we are going to build an America 
that will be one-fourth new. This will tak e 
enterprise, courage and hard work , but he 
think s we can do it. 
The most interesting and argumentativ e 
problem, he suggests, is whether the job 
shall be done 
by 
the gov ernment 
or the 
people themselv es. From present 
indica­ 
tions it look s as if both will be on the job, 
with the gov ernment possibly tak ing the 
lead. In fact, according to Frank W. Cort- 
right, executiv e v ice president of the Na­ 
tional Association 
of Home Builders, the 
Public Housing Authority 
is right 
now 
“the head of a going concern greater 
in 
size than General Motors, 
its 
assets 
in 
housing exceeding three billion 
dollars.” 
Whether this is a good thing is 
question­ 
able in the minds of many, because it may 
be another step toward complete gov ern­ 
ment control of ev erything.

SOME week# ago I wrote that I

person in bed or in a chair. I thor­ 
oughly deserv ed to be called down

for this and am grateful to report 
that I hav e been. For the genius 
had already appeared in the per­ 
son of my friend and former teach­ 
er, Dr. E d w ard H. Ochsr.er, of Chi­ 
cago, who published a little m an­ 
ual of "Exercises for Inv alids and 
Convalescents" over twenty -five 
y ears ago. 
It is of great v alue to the inv alid 
who is confined to bed for a long 
time, but who is not really sick —- 
for instance, the follow with 
a 
brok en leg, to hav e something that 
is the equiv alent in part at least, 
of the exercise of the muscles that 
we all hav e as part of our dan., 
routine. 


Ex ercise Every Day 
I suppose ev eryone tak es some 
exercise ev ery day deliberately. 
But we get also a good deal of 
unconscious exercise. You get up 
in the morning and go through the 
ritual of the bath, followed by mo­ 
tion* with the towel that really 
exercise ev ery muscle in your body. 
You move from chair 
to chair, to 
this part or other of the house, 
T ou walk to the bank or to lunch. 
You go to the mov ies and stand 
up and sit down four or fiv e times. 
And so on. 


These are the activ ities of a 
sedentary person, but ev en of these 
the fellow flat on 
his back with a 
brok en leg is deprived. And, as a 
consequence, unless an effort is 
made to make him use his muscles 
he gets up weak and almost p a r a ­ 
lyzed. 


Simple, Not Too 
Ex ha usting 
Exercises for such inv alid? and 
conv alescents should be simple, 
not too exhausting and capable of 
being performed 
without a ppa ­ 
ratus. 


Heading the list for the person 
in bed or confined to 
a chair are 
breathing ex ercises. Many persons 
have never 
learned 
to breathe 
properly . This is true especially 
of those persons 
who hav e nev er 
engaged 
in 
strenuous 
physical 
labor. Such persons are v ery lik e­ 
ly to use only the upper portion of 
their lungs in breathing— the type 
k nown as "chest breathing.” These 
persons 
rarely use 
their 
dia­ 
phragms and abdominal muscles 
in breathing at all and for that 
raaaon do no properly fill the lower

portion of their lungs with any de­ 
gree of regularity . 
In order to breathe properly, 
the 
lower portion of the 
lungs should 
be first filled with air. If one has 
accustomed 
himself 
to 
fa ulty

difficult to ba rn the r.ght method. 
One of the easiest wa y s to learn 
this correctly 
is to stand bare- 
chested, or 
sit if necessity de­ 
mand?. before a large mirror, then 
bv bringing the abdominal mus­ 
cle? outward and la ter the chest 
abov e one will be *b!e to fill the 
lungs completely. 
This ex orcise 
:-.iou: i 
be done sev eral times a 
day in front of 
a mirror until the 
right method 
has been correctly 
learned and established as a habit.

Christian Scientists 
Get Bill in Early 


The Christian Science lobby bad its usual 


bill to exempt its practitioners and any person 
"ministering to human ills through prayer or 
spiritual means alone in accordance with the 
tenets or teachings of any religious denomination 
in good standing of such denomination/' ex­ 
creted from the jurisdiction of the Medical 
Practice Act, dumped into the hopper of the 
House of Representatives, Ohio General Assem­ 
bly, on Wednesday of this week. 
The bill, HOUSE BILL 62, introduced by 


Mr. Paxson, Fayette County, would throw open 
the gates to imposters, charlatans and quacks, 
and permit Christian Science practitioners to 
maintain offices, solicit patients, and render 
services for a fee. The effect on public health is 
obvious, os such a law would permit untrained 
and incompetent persons to treat the sick, even 
those ill with communicable and 
infectious 


discases. 
The Council of the Ohio State Medical Asso­ 
ciation meeting on January 14, 1945, voted to 
oppose this bill as in the past for the reasons cited 
above. 
We, the members of Fayette County Medical 


Society do hereby agree with the State Medical 
Association in opposing this measure.
